Introductory 

The University was established under the Aligarh Muslim University Act, 1920. It offers under graduate 
and post graduate courses in Theology, Arts, Science, Social Sciences, Engineering and Technology Medicine, Law 
Commerce and such other facilities as may be prescribed by the statutes. It also offers facilities for teaching in Com¬ 
puter Science and for research in a large number of disciplines. It is mainly financed by grants paid by the University 
Grants Commission (UGC). It also receives some grants directly from the Central Government, the Government of 
U.P. and organisations like Indian Council of Agricultural Research, Council of Scientific and Industrial Research, 
etc; for specific purposes. Its own receipts are tuition and examination fees, hostel rent, service charges, interest on 
investment, etc. 

The accounts of the University are audited by the Comptroller and Auditor General of India under Section 
19(2) of Comptroller and Auditor General’s (Duties, Power and Condition of Service) Act 1971.

(li) Capitalisation of grants without creating assets 

Till 31st March 1989, the University received Development Grant (Non-recurring) aggregating to Rs. 2,935 -67 
lakhs from the Government of India and tho University Grants Commission for development purposes (Building: 
Rs. 1,453 -64lakhs. Books : Rs. 18) -48 lakhs, Equipment: Rs, 1,241 -38 lakhs land Furniture: Rs. 59 -171akhs) aginst 
which it incum d expenditure of Rs. 2,859 051akhs (Building Rs, 1,462’87 lakhs, EquipmontRs. 1,159 ’47 lakhs,Books: 
Rs. 177 '33 lakhs and furniture: Rs. 59 -38 lakhs) leaving unspent balance of Rs. 76 -62 lakhs. The University capi¬ 
talised the whole amounts of the grants whereas assets wero created for Rs. 2,859 '05 lakhs only. Tho unspent amount 
of grant was to be shown as liabilities for undischarged obligations in its balance sheet. 
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(ill) Assets created out of maintenance grants not capitalised 

Under the financial rules, the capital expenditure by and large, represents cost, benefit of which lasts for a 
longer period.

The University stated (December 1989) that the outstanding advance were reduced to Rs. 288 -46 lakhs. 

Position with regard to some of the old advances was as under:— 

(a) Advances totalling Rs. 2 -66 lakhs (165 cases) made to the Physics Department of the University during 
1968—1980 for meeting laboratory expenses etc, had not been adjusted (September 1989). 

(b) Advances totalling Rs. 0-13 lakhs (9 cases) made to the purchase department of the University during 
1973 to 1980 for meeting expenses on various purposes were not adjusted. 

The University stated (December 1989) that efforts were continuously being made to adjust the outstanding 

advances. 

5. Grants Utilisation 

(i) As on 31st march 1989 the University hada balance of Rs. 223.861akhs out of the grants received between 
1958-59 and 1988-89 from the U.G.C. and the Government of India for .specific purposes (aoi-rocurring Rs. 181.61 
lakhs and recurring Rs. 42.25 lakhs) remaining unutilised. On the other hand the University had also incurred ex¬ 
penditure on some other items to the extent of Rs. 309.091akhs (non-recurring: Rs. 104.99 lakhs and recurring: 
Rs. 204.10 lakhs) in excess of the grants received.

(ii)Ason 31st March 1989, the University had unutilised balance of Rs. 30 -46 lakhs received by it under I to V 
Five Year Plans from various funding agencies. Although the Period of utilisation of these grants had already 
expired, the University had not taken (September 1989) any steps to refund the unutilised amount to the respective 
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funding agencies. On tho other hand the University incur/ d expenditure to the extent of Rs. 19 T9 lakhs in excess 
of the grants received under 1 to V Five Year Plans but tli' same had not hem r\ counted so fur (December 1989) Plan-

The University stated (December 1989) that an amount of Rs. 1T2 lakhs pertaining to unspent balances of 
111, IV, V and VI Plan has been adjusted during the current financial year. 

(iii) With a view to providing assistance to the scheme of Curriculum Development Centre in Urdu at the 
University, the U.G.C. sanctioned Rs. 6 00 lakhs and released the first instalment of Rs. 4 lakhs in May 1986. The 
scheme was completed in September 1987 by which date the University had incurred an expenditure of Rs. 2-11 lakhs. 
The unspent balance of Rs. I -89 lakhs was not refunded to the U.G.C. (December 1989). 

The University stated (December 1989) that the unspent balance had been retained for expenditure on fresh 
Pioposul which was not regular. 

6. Undisbursed Scholarships 

The Department of Atomic Energy, Indian Council of Medical Research and University Grants Commission 
had been sanctioning scholarships to the students of the i dowry I y with the condition that amount of scholarships 
remaining unclaimed/un-disbursed feu - more than 3 years should be refunded to the funding agencies. It was, however, 
noticed that a sum of Rs, 5 -24 lakhs of scholarship (Department of Atomic Energy; Rs. 0 - 82 lakh, Indian Council of 
Medical Research; Rs, 0 -57 lakh , and University Grants Commission: Rs. 3 -85 lakhs) had rcmaincd/unclaimed/un- 
disbursod for more than 3 years which has not been refunded to funding agencies.

The University stated (December!98y) lliat - c ion to adjust/refund the undisbursed balances were being 
taken but no reasons for retaining the old balances were given. Rs, 00-11 lakhs were stated to have been refunded to 
the funding agencies. 

7. Accumulated balance of University contribution 

University’s contribution on the Contributory Provident Fund subscriptions of the employees who switched 
over to (lie General Provident Fund was refundable 1 > the U.G.C. which the University did not do. However, the 
U.G.C. permitted (November 1982) to utilise the University’s contribution for construction of staff quarters and 
special repairs. At the end of 1988-89 the University had a balance of Rs, 194 -50 lakhs of University’s contribution 
kept under Muslim University Fund (Rs. 158 -57 lakhs) and yet to 1 e transferred from Contributory Provident Fund 
(Rs. 35 - 93 lakhs) which were not utilised for the purpose permitted by the U.G.C. 
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The University stated (December 1989) that Rs, 25 lakhs (ou<- of Rs. 35 -93 lakhs) were further transferred to 
A.M.U. Fund during 1989-90. Out of this amount Rs. 24-62 lakhs were spent on construction of staff quarters 
and special repairs. 

8. Works activities 
(1) Gas Plant 

With a view to enabling its Jawahar Lai Nehru Medical College to use gas for laboratories of the college and 
hospital, its kitchen, and to carry out important investigations, the University purchased a gas plant in 1976-77 at a 
cost of Rs. 6 -00 lakhs and incurred further expenditur*T&-62 lakhs) on its repair and replacement of missing parts 
during the period 1980-81 to 1982-83 but the plant could Qftt'-be commissioned so far (December 1989) as the plant still 
remains un-repaired. The University was using coal, wood, spirit etc. for meeting the requirements of hospital and 
laboratories. The expenditure incurred on gas plant was thus rendered infract nous. In May 1986, the Vice-Chancellor 
appointed a committee with the Principal of the Medical College as its convenor who was to preparo a feasibility 
report after working out requirement of gas for the Medical College. The feasibility roport had not been prepared 
and submitted till December 1989. 

The University stated that the Committee appointed by Vice-Chancellor has not finalised its report. (De¬ 
cember, 1989), 


(ii) Sewerage and Sewage disposal scheme 

On the proposal of the University for a sewerage and sewage disposal scheme the University Grant Com¬ 
mission (U.G.C.) convoyed (March 1‘>64) its aproval for the execution of the scheme through the Uttar Pradesh Jal 
Nigam. The Jal Nigam submitted (1966-67) an estimated for Rs. 28 -07 lakhs which was approved by the U.G.C. in 
Novembe,- 1967 .The estimate was revised in 1970-71 to Rs. 30 -56 lakhs and further additional work of connecting 
sewers to the houses (value: 4 -72 lakhs) was also entrusted to tho Jal Nigam. No agreement was, however, entered 
into with the Jal Nigam and no measurement of the work was recorded by its building department. The work was 
partially handed over to the University by July 1983 but the sewage treatment plant was not commissioned till Sep¬ 
tember 1989, The Jal Nigam spent Rs. 43 -88 lakhs against the total deposit of Rs. 35 *89 lakhs but had not submitted 
the revised estimate till December 1989. An annual expenditure of Rs. '0-17 lakhs (staff : 7 •] 1 lakhs. Maintenance 
Rs. 3-06 lakhs) was being incurred on’he operational staff and maintenance of the scheme. Even after such hug., 
expenditure the sewage was being disposed of through open channel health and hygienic problems causing tho 
University stated (December 1989) that a legal notice had been served (November 1989) to Jal Nigam in thus regard. 

(HI) Computer Centre Building 

Mention was made in the Audit Report of 1987-88 (para 7 (ii) regarding inordinate delay in finalising tenders 
for construction of computer centre building leading to cost escalation. On the basis of accepted cost of tender of 
Rs. 44-83 lakhs (December 1984) (Civil Works: Rs. 20-55 lakhs) other fiems and air conditioning Rs. 24-28 lakhs) 
a revised estimate was sent (January 1987) to University Grants Commission for approval. 

The U.G.C. had sanctioned Rs. 44 -83 lakhs till September 1989 and tho University incurred exp nditure of 
Rs. 31 -51 lakhs till September 1989 on its construction. 

The work still remained Incomplete as the electrical work (agreement executed in December 1985 for Rs. 3 T4 
lakhs) had not been completed by he electrical contractor till date (September 1989) though stipulated date of com¬ 
pletion expired in August 1986 and running payment of Rs. 2-37 lakhs (including part of extra work/replaced work 
approved by the committee of Electrical Department at an estimated cost of Rs. 1.42 lakhs) was made in June 1989. The 
contractor stopped the work in July 1988 and no action had been taken so far against him. Incomplete electricrl 
work also led to non-commissioning of air conditioning plant already installed (date and cost not intimated) in the com¬ 
puter centre. 

The University stated (December 1989) that the work of electric and air-conditioning installation had been 
started and the building is likely to be completed by January 1990, 

9 Equipment 

Idle Equipment—Stemax Boiler 

To cater the need of Heat of Mass Transfer Laboratories of its Potroleum and Chemical Engineering Depart¬ 
ment the University purchased (July 1984) a stemax model Steaming Boiler from an Indian Firm at a cost of Rs. I -60 
lakhs. For its operation chimney and water storage tank were also purchased in March 1985 and (ucl storage tank in 
November 1988 Worn the same firm at a cost of Rs. 0 -48 lakh , and Rs, 0 -28 respectively. The equipment and its acces¬ 
sories were not installed so for (Sent^mbcr 1989) although the warranty Period had expired in July 1986. Thus the 
purpose for which the equipment was purchased had not been achieved. 

The University stated (December 1989) that the Boiler has been installed and commissioned. 
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J0. Blocking of Funds 

(i) The University placed (January 1989) a supply order with a foreign firm for suply of Neslab Cool flow 
water recirculated by the Liquid Nitrogen Plant of its Physics Department and opened a letter of credit for Rs. 1 T5 
lakhs (U.S. doller 9825) in February 1985 which was later on extended upto February, 1987. In April 1987, the firm 
increased the cost of the equipment (U.S. dolier [0775) and requested to open a fresh letter of credit incorporating 
therein further conditions regarding despatch by ocean freight, insurance to cover marine risks, all bank charges to 
openers’ account etc. The University did not accept the condition aiad cancelled the order in March 1988. The State 
Bank of India had not refunded the money so far (September 1 989). Thus beside the blocking of Rs. 1 T 5 lakhs for 
four and a half years the University work also suffered for want of equipment. 

The University stated (December 1989) that effcgTS vWre being made to get the amount refunded from the 
State Bank of India, Aligarh. 

11. Other irregularities 

(i) Petrol Pump 

The University established (1986) a petrol pump on its campus for supply of quality petrol to its vehicles, 
employees and students. The activities of the petrol pump were of commercial nature but no proforma accounts were 
being maintained to ascertain its financial results. The Universitjy purchased petrol and diesel from the Indian Oil 
Corporation (IOC) by advancing money. 

Scrutiny of records revealed following irregularities:'— 

(i) During February 1987 to March 1989, petrol (^876 litres) and diesel (951 litres) valuing Rs. 0-27 
lakh:; were received short from the Indian Oil Corporation with had not been recouped (December 

1989). 

(ii) On physical verification carried out on 3rd October 1987, petrol (4110 litres) and diesel (294 
litres) valuing Rs. 0 -32 lakh were found short. 

(iii) Sale proceeds (Rs. 0-71 lakh) of petrol/diesel/mobil oil pertaining to the period February 1987 to 
March 1988 were not deposited into University treasury (December 1989). 

(iv) Identity cards were introduced by the University for sale of petrol/lubricant to its bonefide em¬ 
ployees for which 2000 identity cards were procured at a cost of Rs .} 004/- 1661 identity cards were 
sold at the rate of Rs. three each but out of the sale proceeds Rs. 1004/- were short deposited in the 
University treasury. 

The University did not offer any comment (December 1989). 

(ii) Unserviceable spare parts 

Automobiles spare parts (49 items) costing Rs. 4 -23 lakhs (approximately) were lying unserviceable in the 
Central Automobile Workshop of the University (August 1989). Besides above, a large number of spare 
parts were lying unaccounted for in the junk yard; the quantity and their value were not assessed by the Universitv 
No action was taken for their disposal (August 1989). i y ' 

The University stated (December 1989) that action was! being taken to dispose of the unserviceable 
spare parts. 


(iii) Embezzlement 


Mention was made in para 5 of Audit Inspection Report 87-88 regarding embezzlement of Rs. 86 024 -71 
by one Section Officer of the Zakir Husain Engineering College of the University. As a result of Dena t 
mental Enquiry the delinquent employee was dismissed in December, 1988. A sum of Rs. 42 121-30 nnN, 
recovered from him till the date of his dismissal. > y was 


The University stated (September 1989) that a lawsuit for recovery of the balance amount (Rs 43 903 -an
